I wrote from 
Paris to the Langham Hotel, desiiing 
certain rooms for a certain date, at 4 
o'clock. I received word that the 
rooiua would be ready. On arriving 
at the hotel I was told that they were 
not ready, that I ought to have tele- 
graphed. Did you ever know such 
impudenoe ? I expostulatediand then 
vras sent to n suite of rooms, one of 
which was already occupied. Object- 
ting to this, I was sent to four dilTer- 
enfr, but fsqually indifferent suitesi and 
"finally left the house in disgust. Thence 

' yro diovo to the Midland Hotel, where 
we wore jjut up very near heaven, 
thou^jh the building is euorinous and 
could not have been full, and where 
guests are allowed to go up in the ele- 
vator, but forced to go ilown the stairs, 
whetiier you are dead or alive. Now, 
at most hotels, an order for one meal 
supplies food for two peojile, but in 
this charming retreat, if two people 
or more dine'ftbm the same dish, each 
persoa is charged the full price of the 
dish! X small pot of coffee out of 
which I helped live people cost mo 
$2 50! It costs 58 a day to live at the 
Midland in one ordinary room. There 
isn't an American rich enough to live 

--therein style. At the Northwestern 
Hotel in Liverpool I couldn't get a 
bottle of hot water at night until I had 
warmed the servant's bauds with two 
shillings. Then she discovered that 
hot water was a possibility. I tell you 
that the hotel system here is abomin- 
able, and I wish you'd put what I say 
in print." I have, and I hope the irate 
New Yorker will send over an ideal 
hotel-keeper. There is a fortune to 
be made — by the right man. — Kuto 
Field, in the*' Graphic." 

NmsANCKs IN England. — A decision 
giTon in the Queen's Buiicli puts the 
law relating to nuisances in a new 
< "lightt^o-The effect of it seems to be 
that it i? not tlie first author but the 
last sufferer by a nuisance who is 
charged with the responsibility of aba- 
ting it. A brewer of Carlisle has been 
in the habit of emptyiug the fuul re- 
fuse of beer barrels into a ditch whicli 
runs through a neighbor's ground. 
Upon complaint being made of tlio 
nuisance thus cau.sed, the Carlisle jus- 
tices made an order that the brewer 
flbould no longer empty the refuse in- 
to tho ditohj'bat, upon application 
being made to the Queen's Bench, it 
appeared that the neighbor had re- 
cently stopped up tho ditch, and 
thereby, it was contended, caused the 
nuisance. Tho court concurred in this 
view, and tho order of tho justices is 
tO'be qitashed. It is to be presumed 
that the neighbor will now reopen the 
ditch, thereby, not abating the nuis- 
ance,- but simply passing it on to 
somebody else. When the third or 
twentieth person tries to trace tha 
nuisance back to its source in the 
brewer's refuse, ho will lind that ho 
has no remedy, because it ia tho per- 
son who lust Huffiiia by a nuisance 
that is h«ld to liavo tho dispo.snl of it, 
und consGciueutly to be responsible for 
its abatement. The law of nuisance 
is for the future- to follow the judg- 
ment in the decided case of the wolf 
and the lamb. 

Bismarck as a Fadulist. — Speaking 
of his retirement, recently, Prince Bin- 
mark remarked: "When a man starts 
early in the moruiag on a gunning ex- 
pedition, ho commences by firing at 
any game which comes in his way, going 
pyen out of his path to kill a quail or 
partridge. Later in tho day ho becomes 
Bjoro fastidioiia.aud as night approach- 
es, with his game-rbag well iiUod, wearied 
with tho heat and toil of this sport, ho 
cares not to cross a field to kill even a 
hare which his dog has started from 
covert. But should some one say to 
tho sportsman, 'Just below hero you 
will find a wild boar, a superb fellow!' 
it awakens his ardor and inspires a 
\viBh to crown tho day's work by a con- 
nuest pf soifte importf^nce. X have 
peon on vny feet tox a long time. I 
am tired. Let Bulow or Oamphauaeu 
bring down tho quails or tho hares. 
Should you over lind a wild boar call 
upon me. I will come." Is the wild 
boar another name for the I^ussian 
)t9M'i—Jiotton Journql, 



Thb Hobhoks oi' Wah. — An Ei'isode in 
THB EusBo-'i'DEKisn Oami'aiun of 18U. — 
In 1811 the opposing llusaian and Turkish 
armies stood fnoing each other on tho op- 
posito aidcB Of the^DaunbSi During- tho 
night of 8tH and Ofch'of September tho 
Turks succeeded, by making a foint, and 
■o attracting the Russians to a spot some 
three imiles bolow tho real point of pass- 
age, ia throwing u force of 2,000 men and 
four guns across tbo river, a short <lis 
tanco bolow Giurgavo. Tho first attempts 
of tho Russians to drive this small body 
biick into tho rivor wore successfully 
witli stood; rcinforcemeots wero rapidly 
brought over from tbo right to the left 
bank, until, linnliy, 30,0t)0 men and 50 
guns wore assend)locl on tbo northorn 
shore, Every oflort to advance fiirtlier 
and drive buck tho Iltissiau luiijy, which 
hwd fiillou back into aa intronchod posi- 
tion, wf\s, however, ropulsod; tho Turks 
themselves being obliged after a timo to 
ooUBtract iatreuchments to withstand the 
counter attacks directed against them, 
Unablo to drive back tho advancing Foreo, 
tho Russians desisted from any furtlior 
iictivo mousuros against it, but, bringing 
a strong llotilla of guuboats up tho U.iu- 
ubo to prevent supplies being caniod 
across tho river into tho Turkish camp 
oil the left bank, they quietly nwaited 
events. The provisions nf ilio Tiirkisli 
force, thus ooinplotoly i.-^ol itcd, unablo to 
advHuco beciiuso of the Kuss an I'orco in 
front of it, uua'do to retruut becnuso of 
the llotilla wbicdi ttrectually prevented 
any bridge being thrown across tho rivor, 
soon began to ruu short. Tbo weather 
became cold ; but there was no fuel ■ with 
which to kiudlo firos. Uudor these cir- 
cumstances the sufTurings of tho men were 
very great. For soma time- there was 
horseflesh, but it had to be eaten raw, as 
even the tent-poles had been cut up and 
burned. Hundreds died daily, and tlioir 
coiurades hud not strength to bury them. 
Disease was consoqiiontly soon uddud to 
tho fumino, so tbiit wben liually, on tho 
8th of December, peace was concluded, 
but 4,UO0 mou, who aredescribed as being 
but living skeletons, with scarce sulBciont 
strongth to stand upright, were loft out 
of tbo 30,000 who three months before 
had orossed tho river.

OB3L0QICAL SUEVEY OF CANADA. 
WHAT B. C. IS WORTH. 

; i There haflbeen iMnedfro,i5 the press of 
Dawson Bros., Mbnti^ol, a Eeport of Pro- 
gresB of the Qeologioul Survey of Canncla 
for 1875-70; Alfred K. C. Sehvyu, r.K.S., 
P.Q.S., Director. Tlio volumo contains 
some 450 pages, ami is nccompanicd by 
mapsnud illustrntions desciiptivo of tlio 
country through whioli tlio expedition 
passed. A large portion of tho work is 
deVoted to British Columhioi whioh until 
after Confederation was tho teiTa incognita 
of naturalists. Prof. Selwyn deaoriboa 
witli groat ininutunoss the passage of his 
party from Victoria to the junction of 
Peaco and Smoky Rivers. Tho photo- 
graphs aio bcuHtifully tnkon, and furnish 
a very fair idea of tho country through 
which the expedition passed. Tho expe- 
dition was absent from Montreal livo 
months and twenty-seven days, during 
which they traveled— By railroad and 
steamboat, 8,J=5i miles; by stage, 018 
miles; by packtri'ii), canoo and en foot, 
1217 miles, making a total of 10,21',) niilos. 
Prof. Selwyn, jpouking of tho hctt route 
for tlie railway, gives tlio preferonco to 
that by Athabusca and Smoky Kivera, and 
thence by Pine Pubs to Giscoma Portage 
and Fort Qeorgo. This route he consid- 
ers the best in the inteiests of the rail- 
road and- of the country at large, and 
should bo carefuUy examined. Tho geo- 
logical features of the country are lignite 
of tlio tcrt'P.'-y lormation, shnlo sandstone, 
conglomerate, Imu-Ktone, granite and mica 
scliii-t. Tlu) only niiuorals mentioned are 
gold and iron oi o. Tho climate of Peaco 
Iliver will compare favorably with that of 
Montreal, ten degrees farther South. 
Prot McOoun, tho botaTiist of the expedi- 
tion, says tbat the general character of tho 
flora proves that the climate of Britian 
Columbia is warmer than tbat of England, 
and that the rainfall is periodical rather 
than Tarihblc. In the beginning of I\Iay, 
1876, vegetation on Vancouver Island was 
nuusually backward; yet it was three 
weeks in advance of Outario. Tho Pro- 
fessor says draining Avould prevout the 
decay of apple trees, which has been so 
much remarked upon here, us the soil is 
generally wot. "Tho climate is all that 
can bo desired, and a larger number of 
settlers, with more advanced ideas of 
agriculture, is alone required to make 
Vancouver what nature intended it to bo 
—the garden of Canada on tho Pacific 
coast." We cannot do better than qnote 
the following extract in fall from the 
Professor's report. It will be seen that 
he regards this Province as a second Bii" 
tain, with a climate superior to that of 
England, and "worth more than Quebec 
and all the maritime Provinces thrown 
inl" 

"The cause of the mild and moist climate 
on the Pacific coast is precisely tho sumo 
as that of Western Europe. A stream of 
warm water a little south of tho island of 
Formosa ou the eastern coast of China, a 
current analagous to tho Gulf Stream, is 
observed moving to tho north-oast. It 
passes east of Japan, and while a part of 
it enters Behrings Sea, the remainder 
passes south of the Aleutian Islands and 
and ameliorates tho climate of Alaska to 
such a degree tbat the annual temperature 
of Sitka in lat. 57 deg. is higher than that 
of Ottawa, in lat. '15 deg. 25 sec. The 
mean annual temperature of the former 
being *l-4.8 deg., while the latter has only 
37 4 deg. Esquimau, within three miles 
of Yictoria, in lat. 48 deg. 25 sec. , has a 
mean annual temperature of 4:7.4deg, only 
tbreo degrees higher than that of Siti;a, 
which is nino degrees further north. With 
these facts, the tompeiaturo of Sitka and 
Esquimau, before us, it is very easy to 
;■ forecast tho future of the whole region 
west of . the Cascades, between Victoria 
, imd the Stickeeu river. The Qaeen Char- 
lotte islands being more insular than 
Vancouver, must have a climate oven 
milder, and hence they may be set down 
as of equal value. An examination of a 
map of the world will show the close re- 
lationship existing between western Eu- 
rope and western America in tho same 
parallels. A warm onrrent of water flows 
down the coast 'of the latter, while the 
shores of the former are bathed in the 
tepid waters of the Gulf Stream. Both 
regions have their shores deeply indented 
with inlets, "Fiords" in ouo case and 
"Canals" in thd other. Tho oak and pine 
forests of tho British Isles and Kornray 
are simulated by tho oak and fir forests of 
British Columbia. In both the moist 
climate is caused in tho same way. The 
vapour rising from tho warm water is 
blown inland, and becoming condensed 
by the cooler air over the laud, falls in 
rain or foga upon the kIojioh and valleys. 
Tho old forests of Great Britain and Iro- 
lond, including those of Norway, were a 
product of the Gulf Stream, while the 
mighty forests of our western province, 
including Queen Charlotte Islands, are 
chiefly a product of the "Euro Siwo." 
It only remains for mo to add that aa 
years roll on, and our possesaions beconui 
developed, tho value of this nccond Bri- 
tain will come so vividly before our peo- 
ple tbat men will ask with astonishment 
why such ignorance prevailed in tho past. 
To-day there are four hundred miles of 
coast lino in our wostoru possossions 
clothed with a forest growth superior to 
anything else in tho world at present. Its 
shores indented with muliitudiis of har- 
. bor.M, iijiys and iiilefa, teeming with myri- 
ads offish. Its roolisand sands containing 
gold, iron, silver, coal, nnd various other 
minerals. Andhenldes all Ihis, a clwuite 
siipcruir t<j J'Jiir/laiid in every Viiaprrt, holh 
afi rc'/anh he(U nnd viotsltiro, and yet men 
ask what it is till vorth ? 1 ansicer, unrth 
■more llitiu Quebec and all the Maritime Pro- 
vinces thrown vn, and sceptic.i may rent as- 
sured that the day is not Jar distant \chcn 
my nords will bo accepted as truth. 

With this extract wo will take leave of 
the Geological Itejiort for tho pi'csont,

Fbiday, June 8. 
Daniel Gannon was again brought up as 
a. vagi ant. 

Officer Sullivan slated tliat he arrested 
him at th« request of Mr. Seeley; that 
he found the jpriEfouer sitting on. the side- 
walk; he refused to get up and made nae 
of most mthj language, and that he (Sul- 
livan) wos obliged to get a spring waggon 
to take him to the prison, 
ttlnspector Bowden stated that he had 
been before the Oourt several times, and 
that' last night he had used hlthj and ab- 
Busive language to tho oDIcors. 

The prisunor said he was helplessly 
diank and did. not recoUeot being arrest- 
ed; ho denied using tho language com- 
plained of; tut) oiEcera in the Court knew 
that he never used bad language. 

As for being tried as a vagrant, he bad 
been working during the week, and even 
how had money in his pocket; if ho had 
used the language com2>lained of, it was 
while ixtoxicated; he knew that, ho was 
bad and unfortunate; but in his sober 
senses would nover allow himself to uso 
such bad language; he would call the at- 
tention of the Oourt to the fact that ha 
must have beon helplessly drunk, or the 
offlcor would not have hud occasion to 
almost tear his clothes oil' him. 

Mr. Seeley being sworn, said he told 
the prisoner yesterday to leave his house, 
and if not; he (Mr. S.) would fotoh an offi- 
cer. ■ 

. At this timo- Gannon was sober, ho 
(Gannon) and others persuaded him not 
to fetch an officer. At last, however, ho 
becamo so drunk that he (Soeley) at 
once fetched an officer. 

In answer to the Court witness said, 
Gannon to his knowledge, did not spend 
any money in hi« honEC. 

Tho prisoner said he had no questiona 
to ask, as ho reoollectod nothing till 
ho found himself in tho cell, and then 
knew that whiskey, bad luck to it, 
had brought him there. He would, how- 
ever, ask the witness one question; was 
or was ho not aware that he came into the 
8»loou with two sailors ? 

Mr. Seeley said he kuew not how ho 
came in, but saw him there. 

The prisoner said he had been woll off, 
but had been low, and it was grief and 
Borrow that drove him to drink; he was 
ashamed to go homo now, and asked 
the Court to be as lenient as ijcssiblo with 
him. 

The Court aontenced liim to two months 
imprisonment with hard labor, and trust- 
ed tbat ut the end of that term he would 
be a better man.

The 31 Italians brought by the Dakota 
went immediately to work at Wellington 
where matters are putting on a very lively 
appearance. The mine will be run on 
"three shifts" so that a large amount of 
coal may bo got ready for immediate ship- 
mont. The colliery having been blosed 
for the past four months, owing to tho 
strike, there is litHe or no Wellington 
coal in tho San Francisco market. Mr. 
Dunsmuir, the managing partner, had to 
say "no" on Monday, to ovei forty appli- 
cants for work, he having all. the hands 
required to run the mine, both day and 
night.

.San Fbanoisoo, June 7.— The Call of 
this morning publishes a column article 
raking up the'Iiohborne case again,ba8iDg 
it on an advertisement recently published 
asking for information of the captain and 
officers or crew of the schooner Oaprey, 
which craft it will be remembered was 
said to have picked up the Tichbome 
Claimant in tho South Atlantic and taken 
him to Molbourue, Australia. After re- 
viewing at a oonsiderable length the do- 
tails of the case so far as they relate to the 
Osprejr, the article in conolnsion states 
thot Mitchell Owens, captain of the Os^ 
pray, has been found, and has made his 
appearance in answer to an advertisomont; 
also, that the log-book of the Osprey is in 
possession of parties in San Francisco 
who knowing its value had purchased 
it from the captain. An inquiry of 
Giles H. Grey of tho firm of Gray 
and Haven, tends to throw some 
doubt on tho story. According to 
his statements somo months ago.on being 
rec^uested by attorneys for Tichbome 
claimants relief fund to look up the mat- 
ter, ho placed the job of working it up in 
the hands of one V, L. Gordon. In course 
of timo Gordon reported ho had found tho 
Oai>lai» of tho Osproy in person of Mit- 
chell Owens and that log-book was in his 
pobsossion. Mv. Gray was then very much 
occupied in his own business, and with- 
out seeking an intervievr with the Captain, 
and having full oo^fidehoeV; in bis agent 
Gordon, who is nrid'erstood to have as- 
sociated with himself some other person 
unknown, wrote to Tiohhorne's at- 
torney stating what had been 
learned. In reply he received a letter 
urging further prosecution of enquiry, 
and enclosing a check for a small amount. 
On showing this to Gordon, the latter 
expressed contempt at small amount of 
check, and since then has apparently 
abandoned tho enterprise. Mr. Gray, 
under tho circumstances, feels uncertain 
bow much dependence he can place on 
Gordon's representations. He ia still on- 
gaged in an eft'ort to effect communica- 
tions with the Bombwhat mythical Captain 
Owens and his log-book; but as yet with- 
out success, aud it seems quite probable 
tbat thero mny be a job in the business 
for the purpose of extorting, money. ' 



New South Wales. 

From tho Sydney Herald wo -jivo tho 
following: 

After a mouth's recess for the ro-elocition 
of Ministeri^, Parliament iignin mot on tlio 
24th of April, when the Ministers, all of 
whom had been re-elected by their con- 
stitueats,' took tho oath of allegiauce, aiul 
assumed the conduct of public btisivoss 
in tlie Legislative Assembly. 

The opening of the Western Bailwoy to 
Orange on the 16th of April was au even' 
of Bulfioient importance to induce tho 
Premier and.four other members of the 
Government to accept the hospitalities of 
the borough on tbat occasion, 

For several months Sydney enjoyed al- 
most an entire immunity from fires, and 
the city firemen were only kept nlivo by 
an oooasional false alarm or chimney fire, 
But during the month just ended wo have 
had two tires, resulting in oonsiderable 
destruction of property, and ;ivhioh have 
broken out in business premises ia George 
street.

Rifle Challenge Accepted. 

(Beattlo Tribune.) 

The following letter was received from 
Yiotoria last evening by Jack Levy. It 
explains itself: 

ViOTOBiA. June 4, 1877. 

To the Captain of the Seattle Rifle Team, 
per Jack Levi/, Seattle, W. T. : 

Dear sir:— I am authorized to say that 
a team from Viotoria would be very glad 
to have a friendly rifle match with your 
sharpshooters on tbe 4th of July at Se- 
attle provided satisfactory arrangements 
can be carried out between both teams. 
Aa the militia here are armed with the 
Snider Enfield military rifle, issued by 
the govornment,it is manifest that we shall 
be under a great disadvantage in compet 
ing against a Sharp, Remington or other 
small bore rifles, whose calibre and sights, 
especially at the longer ranges, are ao 
superior to tho ordinary military weapon. 

The Victoria Team, therefore, submit 
tbe following conditions to the Seattle 
Team for the conduct of the proposed 
Eifie Match. 

1. That the targets be similar to those 
made at Oreodmoor, viz: 3d class, 6x4 
feet; 2d class, a circle of 70 inches ia di- 
ameter, on a Q-foot square frame. 

2. Marking— Bulls eye, white diso., 5 
points; center, red diso, 4 points; inner, 
diso, 3 points; outer, black diso, 2 point*. 
At longer ranges, remainder of target, 2 
points. 

3. Rifles to be military rifles of bonafide 
patterns with Ininimum pull of trigger, 
six pouffds^Mid flight to .be strictly in 
accordonoa wi& regulation patterns. 

4. None but government amn)unition to 
be uBod. 

5. The shooting to be in any position at 
all ranges. 

6. Ties to be decided in accordance with 
tbe regulations of the California Bifla 
Association, and any objection raised to 
be governed by the same authority. 

7. Competitors to shoot in civilian 
dress. 

i. One or two sighting shots to bo al- 
lowed at each range. 

9. The match to be fixed at 200,500 and 
60O yards. Seven rounds at each range. 

Any alterations or additions which the 
Seattle team might suggest to these con- 
ditions will bo duly considered by the 
Victoria team, and a reply sent in time to 
make tho necessary arrangements for car- 
ryiug out the matoh.

EUROPE, 

Nai'les, June G. — Professor Palmori 
states that Mount Vesuvius has been 
iu an unnsiial atate of agitation for 
Boiuo days, showing at night a fire at 
the mouth of the new crater, recently 
opened, above which a cone is formed. 

liOHDON, June 6. — From one to two 
.hundred persons, mostly well-to-do 
farmers, wore on tho Widcombe 
toll bridge leading from the railway 
platform when it fell. It waa a light 
wooden atrueture about thirty feet long 
and thirty to forty feet high without 
center supports. It snapped in the 
middle and the ends were wrenched 
clear, when the whole mass plunged 
into the sti'eam,which waa about seven 
feet deep. The work of rescuing is 
going on. 

London, June 6. — A Belgrade ape- 
cial Bays the Servians have sent aa ad- 
dress through the Sclav committee to 
tbe Russian nation, calling the Czar a 
liberator.

At 11:30 light die- 
covered in tbo fourth story of Glover, 
Sftuford & Sons factory. The alarm was 
soundod and the whole fire department 
responded. .Water: supply proved in- 
sudioiontand the fire thereby obtained the 
mastry. Main building was 280 feet long, 
50 feet wide and 4% stories high, While 
volunteers were removing goods from the 
office, a one story •structure, suddenly and 
witboutwaming the back and front walls 
fell out, leaving the two higliost 
walls unsupported. Au adjoining 
wall leaned outward and as a shriek wont 
up from the spectators it fell upon tho 
roof of the office, crushing through to the 
Ijasamout and burying those within. Quo 
man who escaped stated tboro woro a 
dozen mou in tbe ruins and already eleven 
bodies have boon recovered. Nearly "all 
were fearfully crushed and more or less 
burned. Sauford's loss on the building, 
machinery and stock will reach §250,000;
